a cave on the Anzio beachhead for 
10 days, within 200 yards of enemy 
lines, was told bv Private First Class 
Donald L. Dishong, 24. oi R.P.D. 1, 
Johnstown, I’a., a doughboy with 
the 4.7th Infantry Division who has 
returned to the United States under 
the Army's rotation plan.
